WASHINGTON, Dee. 23 
(AP) —A Japanese force has 
landed on Wake Island. 

In making this announce- 
ment today the Navy said 
enemy units of unspecified 
strength landed this morning 
on the tiny mid-Pacific island 
where Marines have beaten off 
repeated onslaughts by aiur- 
craft and naval units. 

The small garrison under- 


went a strong air attack yes- 
terday morning, the commu- 
nique stated, in which several 


enemy planes were shot down. 


This attack was the thirteenth 
Japanese assault on Wake since 
the start of hostilities, and like the 
others apparently was beaten off 
by the Marine garrison assisted by 
laborers on the island, but .there 
was no announcement as _ to 
whether the Marine detachment 


was still resisting the landing 

force which set foot on the island 

today.

Hitler Sending 
More Troops to 


Spanish Border 


BERN, Dec. 23 (AP). 
ERMAN troops were re- 
(| rortes authoritatively to- 
night to be moving through 
western occupied France to the 
Spanish frontier. 

The movement was noted af- 
ter Hitler’s Sunday proclama- 
tion, upon assuming command 
of the German land forces, to 
the effect that the German 
front from Norway to the Span- 
ish border must be consolidated. 

So far the number of troops 
moving southward is reported 
not large and it was not ap- 
parent whether they were equip- 
ped for shipment from Spain to 
North Africa, where the Axis 
armies are in dire straits. 

It was, however, the first size- 
able addition to German forces 
in the French-Spanish border 
area since the fall of France. 
Considerable German army 
equipment has been piling up 
on the Spanish-French border 
for several] months. 

Observers here saw evidence 
of French co-operation with the 
Axis in the appointment of Gino 
Buti as Italian Ambassador to 
Paris. 


TANKER IS SUNK 
BY SUBMARINE 
OFF CALIFORNIA 


4 Lifeboats of Survivors 
From 440-Foot Monte- 
bello Have Landed, Navy 


Announces. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3 (AP). 
—The 440-foot tanker Montebello 
was sunk by an enemy submarine 
at 4 a. m. today off the California 
coast, headquarters of the Twelfth 
Navy District announced. Four 


lifeboats carrying survivors have 
landed. 

The Navy said it had no report 
of any casualties. 

While the Montebello was be- 
ing attacked, the Richfield tank- 
er Larry Doheny was reported to 
have escaped after an encounter 
with an undersea raider in the 
game general locality. The Navy 
said, however, it had not been in 
communication with the Larry 
Doheny since the attack. 


Eighth Such Attack. 

It wag the eighth submarine at- 
tack on American freighters and 
in nearby Pacific waters since the 
war began. 

From 3 a. m. until almost mid- 
morning the sound of gunfire 
rolled in to shore from action only 
a few miles off the coast. 

Occasionally deep thundering ex- 
plosions rattled windows and doors 
in coastal communities. 

Sheriff Murray C. Hathaway said 
longboats and fishing craft trying 
to rescue survivors from the tank- 
er were shelled and fired on by 
machine guns from the attacking

FOE HURLS MORE 
PLANES INTO DRIVE 


NORTH OF MANILA 


U. S. Flyers Pound Troops 
—Army Reports Fight- 
ing Increasing in Inten- 
sity After Initial Suc- 
cesses by Defenders. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 
(AP).—The War Department 
reported today Japanese were 
continuing to pour in troops 
on the Lingayen gulf coast 
north of Manila in the Phil- 
ippines. Fighting was _ con- 
tinuing with ‘‘inecreasing in- 
tensity,’’ it said. 

A communique said the in- 
vaders’ landing operations 
were ‘‘being supported by in- 
ereasing numbers of bombing 


and attack planes.’’ 

Defending American and Phil- 
ippine troops gained some initial 
successes, it was reported, in a 
major engagement fought in the 
vicinity of Santo Tomas, in the 
Lingayen Gulf area 125 miles from 
Manila. 

The Japanese invasion onslaught 
has centered in the area around 
Santo«Tomas, other landings hav- 
ing been made or attempted pre- 


viously at nearby Agoo and Da- 
mortis,. 


MANILA, Dec. 23 (AP).—United 
States Army headquarters said in 
this afternoon’s communique that 
sharp fighting was continuing in 
Northern Luzon but said there had 
been no change in positions since 
yesterday, when the Japanese 
landed strong forces at Santo 
Tomas, about 125 miles from 
Manila, 

Observers here interpreted the 
announcement as indicating that 
American and Filipino troops, re- 
ported earlier to be holding a line 
north of Damortis, four miles be- 
low Santo Tomas, had checked 
Japanese efforts to advance south- 
ward. 

Headquarters said reports up to 
9 p. m. (6 a. m,, St. Louis time) 
were not sufficient to warrant a 
special communique. In the ab- 
sence of further official word, it 
was believed here that heavy 
fighting would continue through 
the night on the flat plain border- 
ing the Gulf of Lingayen. 

(The Berlin radio reported that 
the Japanese had landed troops on 
Luzon Island in sufficient numbers 
to start a full-fledged offensive 
and were driving American and 
Filipino forces southward in se- 
vere fighting.) 

Army headquarters said there 
was no confirmation of persistent 
reports that 47* of 80 Japanese

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Thunderous Battle at Lingayen, 
Says First Eyewitness Report 


MANILA, Dec. 23 (AP).—“The 
Filipinos are plenty mad and mo- 
rale is excellent among troops and 


civilians,” Melville Jacoby, corres- 
pondent for Time and Life maga- 
zines, asserted today when he 
brought back the first eye-witness 
story from the Lingayen invasion 
front. 

Civilians ag well as troops are 
high in spirit, Jacoby reported and, 
although villages in the battle 
zones have been evacuated, farm- 
ers in the region are going on with 
their rice harvesting. 

‘A mist overhung the coast, Ja- 
coby said, but he could discern a 
long line of Japanese ships some of 
which appeared to be warships. 
Visibility wag too poor to permit 
an accurate count. 

The thunder of heavy artillery 
fire rolled incessantly across the 
country side and aerial activity 
was intense on both sides. 

Jacoby said American flyers at- 


tacking offshore vessels encoun- 
tered “extremely heavy” anti-air- 
craft fire. Most of the Japanese 
planes ranging deep inland were 
reconnoitering and Jacoby said he 
experienced no machine-gunning 
although he leaped from his car 
for safety in roadside ditches sev- 
eral times. 

He related that he saw Ameri- 
can mechanized forces heading 
toward the tank battle on the Lu- 
zon coast, but that the movements 
of forces on both sides were so 
swift and the. terrain was so flat 
he could not size up the situation 
accurately, 

As the battle raged he was 
forced to shift rapidly to safer 
areas to avoid any possibility of 
being caught behind the Japanese 
lines, 

Although only one highway con- 
nects the battlefront with the inte- 
rior, he said, American communi- 
cation lines are fluid and wun-

HONGKONG FORGE 
HALIS JAPANESE 
THRUST INTO LINE 


Enemy Units Possibly Sur- 
rounded on Mt. Cameron 
—Canadian Casualties 


Heavy. 


HONGKONG, Dec, 23 (AP). — 
Hongkong’s defenders have “con- 
tained”—halted and perhaps sur- 
rounded—Japanese forces which 
made a “light penetration” in their 
lines on Mount Cameron on Hong- 
kong Island, the British command 
announced today. 

There was no letup in the fight- 
ing, with British troops holding on 
to a line previously established. 


In the last 24 hours there has 
been little change in the position 
of the garrison. 


OTTAWA, Dec. 23 (AP).—Cana- 
dian and other British troops are 
still holding three positions at 
Hongkong but the Canadians have 
suffered heavy casualties and their 
commander, Brig. J. K. Lawson, is 
believed to have been killed, Cana- 
dian defense headquarters an- 
nounced today. 

The senior staff officer, Col. Pat- 
rick Hennessy, has been killed by 
shell fire, the announcement said. 

Two Canadian counterattacks 
failed to make progress and the 
situation as disclosed in reports up 
to 6 p. m, yesterday was critical 
despite heavy tosses inflicted on 
the enemy, it said. 

The Japanese have landed rein- 
forcements and are attacking con- 
tinuously, it added. 

Lawson led the Canadians, from 
two battalions, the Winnipeg Gren- 
adiers and the Quebec Royal 
Rifles, into the Oriental outpost in 
mid-November for the first real 
fighting the Canadians have seen 
in this war. 

LONDON, Dec. 23 (AP), — The 
Berlin radio broadcast a Tokyo 
announcement tonight that the 
Japanese air force carried out at- 
tacks on fortified positions in the

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Conference Recommends 
Creation of Board to 
Settle All Disputes 
Peacefully During War. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP).— 
Labor and management represen- 
tatives agreed today to forego 
strikes and lockouts for the dura- 
tion of the war and to settle all 
disputes by peaceful means. 

The agreement was worked out 


by 26 representatives of industry, 
labor and the Government after 
four days of deliberation. 

The conferees also recommended 
that President Roosevelt set up a 
labor board similar to the one in 
operation in the last World War 
to handle disputes. 

Announcement of the agree- 
ment was made by William H. 
Davis, moderator of the confer- 
ence. Davig read to reporters a 
letter from President Roosevelt to 
the conference in which Roosevelt 
said he was “happy to accept your 
general points of agreement.” 

Roosevelt Says He Will Act. 

The President added that he ac- 
cepted without reservation “your 
covenants that there shall be no 
strikes or lockouts and all disputes 
shall be settled by peaceful means.” 
He said further that he would pro- 
ceed at once to act on the third 
point of the agreement, calling for 
establishment of a war labor board. 

The conference had been dead- 
locke dover a demand of the man- 
agement group that any board 
which might be set up should not 
take jurisdiction over any dispute 
involving a closed shop. Davis told 
reporters that the industry repre- 
sentatives had stuck to this posi- 
tion throughout the discussions 
but had said that they would be 
willing to abide by any decision of 
the President. 

Text of Roosevelt Letter. 

The text of Roogevelt’s letter: 

“Moderator Davis and Senator 
Thomas (the conference's associate 
moderator) have reported to me 
the results of your deliberations. 
They have given me each proposi- 
tion which you have discussed. I 
am happy to accept your general 
points of agreement as follows: 

“1. There shall be no strikes or 
lockouts. 

“2. All disputes shal] be settled 
by peaceful means. 

“3. The President shall set up a 
proper war labor board to handle 
this disputes. 

“T accept without reservation 
your covenants that there shall 
be no strikes or lockouts and all 
disputes shall be settled by peace- 
ful means, I shall proceed at once 
to act on your third point.

INDUSTRY AND LABOR: AGREE... 
TO NO-WORK-STOPPAGE PLAN 


PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT 
ON WHITE HOUSE TALKS 
WITH BRITISH PREMIER 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP). 
HE White House issued an 
T snnouncement on the visit 
of Prime Minister Churchill 

as follows: 

There is, of course, one pri- 
mary objective in the conversa- 
tions to be held during the next 
few days between the President 
and the British Prime Minister 
and the respective staffs of the 
two countries. That purpose is 
the defeat of Hitlerism through- 
out the world. 

It should be remembered that 
many other nations are engaged 
today in this common task. 
Therefore, the present confer- 
ences in Washington should be 
regarded as preliminary to fur- 
ther conferences which will of- 
ficially include Russia, China, 
The Netherlands and the Do- 
minions. It is expected that 
there will thus be evolved an 
over-all unity in the conduct of 
the war. Other nations will be 
asked to participate to the best 
of their ability in the over-all 
objective. 

It is probable that no further 
announcements will be made 
until the end of the present con- 
ferences, but it may be assumed 
that the other interested nations 
will be kept in close touch with 
this preliminary planning. 


RED AID IN PACIFIC 


ONE OF BIG SSUES 
FOR WAR COUNGI 


Plans to Counter Any 
New Nazi Thrust Also 
Claim Attention of 
Roosevelt and Churchill. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP).— 
Allied plans to counter any sudden 


Hitler stab to compensate for Ger- 
many’s winter defeat on the Rus- 
sian front were among a long list 
of war problems claiming the at- 
tention today of President Roose- 
velt and Prime Minister Churchill. 

Predictions in the Spanish press 
of “startling” military actions such 
as “defense of Western Europe 
against Yankee attack” kept the 
European situation high on the list, 
even though the Japanese threat to 
Far Eastern bastions was of imme- 
diate major importance. 

Prime Problems. 

For long-range consideration the 
President and Prime Minister had 
these problems: 

1, Obtaining full Russian co- 
operation in the Pacific; 

2. Preparing against any Axis 
attempt to seize the French fleet

MOSCOW, Dec. 23 (AP).—Ad- 
Ee vancing Russian armies were re- 
; ported in dispatches today to have 
won back about 75 more villages 
from retreating Germans now sub- 
jected to rearguard fire from em- 
boldened guerrilla bands which 


stand and fight. 
Pravda, Communist Party news- 


paper, asserted Soviet troops from 
Leningrad had routed the Nazis 
on that front. In one sector where 
the Germans sought to impede the 
Russian pursuit by a counterof- 
fensive, Pravda said, 800 Germans 
were killed and the remaining 
forces were scattered through for- 
ests where Soviet ski troops were 
hunting them down. 

Russian forces were said to have 
driven the Germans back to Vol- 
khov River, southeast of Lenin- 
grad, and in some places to have 
thrown them across the stream. 
Despite blizzards and below zero 
temperatures, Red troops have ad- 
vanced 50 miles west of Tikhvin, 
which is 110 miles east of Lenin- 
grad. 

Private letters arriving in Mos- 
: cow from Leningrad were cited as 
proof that communications south- 
east of Leningrad had been re- 
opened. Writers said that the food 
situation in the Baltic city had im- 
proved and they expressed the be- 
‘lief that supplies had arrived there 
from the United States and Eng- 
land. 

New Success in Tula Area. 

Pravda said that on the Tula 
front, south of Moscow, Gen. Bol- 
din’s troops had recaptured 25 
populated places in a day and a 
night of fighting, but added, how- 
ever, that the Germans were re- 
sisting stubbornly and counterat- 
tacking. 

From the Southwestern front, 
where the Red Army has. been 
: driving the Germans back from the 
3 Caucasus gateway of Rostov and 
out of the Donets iron and coal 
basin, came a Tass News Agency 
report telling of the capture of 46 
villages and new positions.

CAIRO, Dec. 23 (AP).—British 
columns have reached the coastal 
plain south of the Gulf of Sirte, 
far below Bengasi, and other units 
are slashing into areas through 
which Germans and Italians must 
retreat if they are to reach Tripoli 
safely, the British said today. 
One column carried out a de- 
structive raid on an advanced Axis 
landing ground at Agedabia, 100 
miles south of Bengasi, two nights 
ago, and wiped ‘out at least 37 
planes parked on the field, a com- 
munique said. 

These swift operations threaten- 
ing and nipping at the Axis line of 
retreat followed announcement yes- 
terday that another column had 
struck at a newly established air 
field 150 miles inside Tripolitania, 
far to the west, and destroyed at 
least 24 planes. 

Meanwhile, hurriedly reinforced 
troops were said in the communi- 
que to be steadily increasing pres- 
sure on Bengasi. The Italian forces 
east of that important Axis base 
were said to be only rear guards. 
The communique said British 
pursuit of routed Germans and 
Italians had left in its wake a 
great mass of wrecked war ma- 
terial—tanks, planes, trucks and 
guns—scattered over the country- 
side from the inland strongpoint of 
Mekili to Bengasi. 

Despite sandstorms and other 
unfavorable weather, British air- 
men attacking columns of troops 
and supplies were reported adding 
to the war wreckage.

BRITISH DRIVE BELOW BENGASI 
TO SEVER AXIS RETREAT LINES, 
DESTROY 37 PLANES AT BASE 


BRITISH SAY SUBMARINES 
IN MEDITERRANEAN SANK 
6 MORE AXIS TRANSPORTS 


LONDON, Dec. 23 (AP).— 


The Admiralty announced to- 
day that British submarines 
had “accounted for” six more 
Axis transports or supply ships 
in the Mediterranean. 

One was a large supply ship 
previously damaged by a tor- 
pedo from a submarine, the 
communique said. It had been 
beached and Axis sailors were 
trying to carry out salvage op- 
erations when it was hit again 
and “this time destroyed.” 

Another submarine attacked 
a convoy of two large supply 
ships or transports with a de- 


stroyer escort. Both supply 
ships were sunk. 
In another convoy a large 


ship was hit, after which an ex- 
plosion was heard aboard. A 
large tanker and a medium- 
sized ship also were declared 
to have been torpedoed in sepa- 
rate attacks, 


These attacks were reported 
especially severe to the south and 
west of Agedabia, 

It was in this general area that 
a flying column of tanks in Brit- 
ain’s offensive a year ago encoun- 
tered and defeated large Italian 
tank forces. By that action § the 
Italians in Bengasi were cut off 
and the port later was captured 
only to be lost to the subsequent 
Axis counteroffensive. 

A Royal Air Force communique 
said 74 Axis planes had been cap- 
ftured at Derna airdrome. In a 
British raid on Tripoli, an airport 


was reported attacked and at least 
seven planes destroyed.

Nazis Attacks on Sevastopol. 

The most tenacious German 
force was that besieging the Cri- 
mean naval base of Sevastopol. 
Russian dispatches said the city's 
situation’ remained serious as the 
Germans launched attack after at- 
tack at the Soviet lines. 

“In fighting on the western, Kal- 
inin, southwestern and Leningrad 
fronts,” an early morning commu- 
nique said, “we.engaged the ene- 
my in fierce fighting and ad- 
vanced, occupying a number of 
populated points.” 

An official announcement im- 
plied that many Russian irregulars 
operating behind the invasion 
front had abandoned hit-and-run 
tactics to stand firmly in paths of 
the German retreat. Machineguns 
and mortars of a guerrilla detach- 
ment emplaced on the line of a 
German withdrawal from Kalinin, 
95 miles northwest of Moscow, 
were reported to have killed 223 
men. The remaining Germans 
“scattered in panic,” the announce- 
ment said. 

Of the 750,000-man army which 
Adolf Hitler sent against Moscow, 
Pravda declared more than 117,000 
were killed in the five weeks end- 
ing Dec. 20. In addition, the news- 
paper said, the Russians captured 
2113 tanks, 12,204 automobiles and 
trucks, 1578 field guns and vast 
quantities of other war material 
there.

BERLIN, Dec. 23. — (Official 
Broadcast Recorded by AP).—The 
German high command reported 
today that heavy fighting con- 
tinues on the central Russian front. 

“At several points our troops suc- 
cessfully repulsed heavy enemy at- 
tacks and destroyed 19 Soviet 
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force had damaged a Soviet war- 
ship off the Crimean naval base of 
Sevastopol, scoring direct hits on 
the vessel. 

Bombers and dive bomber forma- 
tions were reported also to have 
supported the land fighting, inflict- 
ing “heavy and bloody losses on 
the enemy.”

FOR WAR EFFORT 


Policy Disclosed by Roose- 
velt Would Suspend Tar- 
iffs or Other Barriers to 
Production. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP).— 
The Canadian-United States joint 
war production committees rec- 
ommended today the abolition of 
all tariff or other “legislative and 
administrative barriers” hamper- 
ing combined all-out manufacture 
of weapons by the two nations. 

The committees, in a seven-point 
statement of policy made public by 
President Roosevelt, declared that 
import duties “and other regula- 
tions or restrictions of any char- 


acter” which impede the war effort 
should be suspended or otherwise 
eliminated for the duration, 

“This declaration has met the 
approval of the Canadian war cab- 
inet,” President Roosevelt said. 
“It has my full approval.” 

Cites Hitler’s Method, 

Hitler, he added, has “through 
brute force and enslavement” ob- 
tained “a measure of integration 
and co-ordination of the produc- 
tive resources of a large part of 
the continent of Europe. We must 
demonstrate that integration and 
co-ordination of the productive re- 
sources of the continent of Amer- 
ica is possible through democratic 
processes and free consent.” 

The President said he had asked 
United States Government depart- 


the “letter and spirit” of the dec- 
laration and had moved to deter- 
mine what legislative changes 
would be necessary. 

Points in Declaration. 


The policy statement, transmit- 
ted both to the President and 
Prime Minister MacKenzie King 
of Canada, declared: 

1. Speed and volume of war 
output, not monetary cost, must 
be the primary objectives. 

2. There must be maximum 
use of each nation’s labor, raw 
materials and facilities. 

3. Production of both nations 
must be integrated and directed 
toward a common program. 

4. They must so dovetail pro- 
duction that there will be maxi- 
mum joint output of war goods 
in minimum time. 

5. They must divide scarce ma- 
terials in such a way as to 
achieve maximum output of most 
necessary articles quickly. 

6. Legislative and administra- 


tive barriers should be wiped 
out. 
7. Both governments should 


take all measures necessary to 
carry out the declaration. 


First Step Taken Nov. 6. 


Formation of the joint produc- 
tion committees was announced by 
the White House Nov. 6 after con- 
sultations between the President 
and the Canadian Prime Minister 
at Hyde Park. Previously, in April, 
the two countries had agreed that 
“as a general principle” each 
should provide the other with the 
defense articles which it is best 
able to produce,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP).— 
A Federal grand jury today in- 
dicted Laura. Ingalls, 38 years old, 
of New York, one of the nation’s 
best known woman pilots, on a 
charge of failing to register as a 
foreign agent. 

The indictment charged she had 
been paid as a publicity agent by 
Baron Ulrich von Gienanth, sec- 
ond secretary of the German Em- 
bassy. 

Miss Ingalls was arrested last 
Wednesday. She was released from 
jail under $7500 bond on Sunday, 
but will be required to appear in 
court and have a new bond fixed 
under the indictment. 

The indictment charged, the 
Justice Department said, that be- 
tween March 1 and Dec. 18 -Miss 
Ingalls had “acted as a public re- 
lations counsel, publicity agent and 
representative for the German 
government through its accredited 
representative and diplomatic offi- 
cer, Baron von Gienanth, second 
secretary of the German Embassy, 
in matters pertaining to political 
interest, public relations and public 
policy.” 

It charged also, the department 
esaid, that she had “received vari- 
ous sums of money from the Ger- 
man government through Baron 
von Gienanth for the purpose of 
influencing, persuading and mold- 
ing American public opinion by 
means of numerous speeches and 
talks delivered in various cities of 
the United Stateé under the spon- 
sorship of various organizations 
and committees.” 

Miss Ingalis was described as a 
“feature speaker” for the America 
First Committee.

BERN, Dec. 23.—Accounts by 
Berlin correspondents leave no 
doubt today that a tremendous im- 
pression has been made on the 
German public by: Adolf Hitler’s 
decision removing Field. Marshal 
Gen. Walter von Brauchitsch as 
commander-in-chief of the army 
and assuming its personal direc- 
tion himself, 

Uniformly they allude to the 
“surprise” with which this first ma- 
jor change in the Reich's military 
staff. in four years has been re- 
ceived. They also indicate the im- 
pression that the move precedes 
new and perhaps “radical” devel- 
opments in the military situation. 

Die Tat of Zurich quotes a DNB 
(German official news agency) as 
declaring an “introduction of deci- 
sive and other war measures im- 
minent” and indicates that much 
importance is attached to this as- 
sertion. It says it is compelled to 
ask “where,” if not in Russia or 
against the English isles? “In Af- 
rica, or the Atlantic? In a south- 
eastern direction?” 

Almost more interesting are the 
veiled hints of possible other 
changes in the German Army 
high command. Der Bund of 
Bern says that political observers 
have long spoken of the “circle 
around Von Brauchitsch.” The 
group is understood to include for- 
mer Prussian leaders, Field Mar- 
shal Gen. Fedor von Bock, Field 
Marshal Gen. Kar] von Rundstedt, 
Col, Gen. Heinz Guderian, Field 
Marshal Gen, Siegmund List and 
others.” It adds that there is no 
reason yet to assume that their 
services will be similarly terminat- 
ed, however. 

Neue Zuercher Zeitung says offi- 
cial information concerning pos- 
sible future changes is declined in 
Berlin but reports “rumors circu- 
lating that other high commanders 
will take their departure.” : 

Gen. von Brauchitsch’s future is 
undecided, according to all ac- 
counts. DNB stresses the point 
that no Reich field marshal has 
ever been retired. 

Meanwhile, the final order of 
the day of Gen. von Brauchitsch

Spanish Press Predicts “Startling”

ALIENS HERE NAMED 


To Determine if 26 Held 
Shall Be Freed or Sent to 
Detention Camp. 


Appointment of a board of ex- 
aminers to determine whether 
aliens taken in custody here should 
be freed or sent to an alien deten- 
tion camp was announced today by 
United States District Attorney 
Harry C. Blanton. 

Those named on it are Dean 
Joseph A. McClain Jr., of the Wash- 
ington University School of Law, 
chairman of the , board; Robert 
Tomsen, business agent of the 
AFL Motion Picture Operators’ 
Union; George M. Berry, president 
of the Berry Motor Car Co., and 
William J, Blesse, lawyer, former 
Assistant United States Attorney 
and former Circuit Judge. 

They were selected by the Attor- 
ney General's office at Washington 
from a list drafted by Blanton. 
Only three members of the board 
will sit at a time. Blanton will 
swear in members within the next 
few days. 

Hearings, to be held in the 
grand jury room on the fourth 
floor of the Federal Building, will 
be closed to the public and the 
press. Aliens will not be permitted 
to have attorneys appear with 
them before the board, but attor- 
neys could testify separately be- 
fore the board in behalf of any 
alien, Blanton said. 

The place of detention for those 
considered dangerous to the inter- 
ests of the country is kept secret.

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RUBBER RATIONING TO FORCE 
BIG CHANGES IN CIVILIAN LIFE 


Plan Would Limit Tires to Busses, Perhaps De- 
livery Trucks — Elastic Probably Out 
of Girdles for Duration.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Hav- 
ing extended the order forbidding 
the sale of automobile tires until 
Jan. 4, Leon Henderson’s Office 
of Price Administration is now 
working out a _ rubber-rationing 


plan that will hit civilians harder 
than anything yet in this war. 

The plan is to ration rubber only 
for vital civilian uses. That would 
include tires for busses and rub- 
ber gloves for hospifals. Perhaps 
it will include tires for essential 
delivery trucks. 

The amount of rubber to be al- 
located to civilian use will not he 
sufficient, it is estimated, to pro- 
vide new tires for private passen- 
ger cars, or even for taxicabs. 

Henderson and his chief advisers 
believe the public should be told 
immediately just what this is like- 
ly to mean. The announcement, 
which might come before the first 
of the year, is expected to make 
clear that there can be no allevi- 
ation of the rubber shortage for 
a year and a half or two years, 
barring some very unexpected de- 
velopment in the Far East. 

If, for example, the Pacific fleet 
should have a fortuitous encounter 
with the major units of the Japa- 
nese fleet and demolish all or 
most of them, then the situation 
would be changed, but the public 
is not going to be encouraged to 
look for any such startling devel- 
opment. 

The rubber shortage will neces- 
sitate a profound readjustment in 
a nation that has geared its life 
to the use of the private automo- 
bile. Henderson’s office wants to 
formulate and publicize the de- 
tails of the rubber-rationing sys- 
tem as quickly as possible so that 
civilians can begin to make nec- 
essary adjustments. 

Shortage Acute. 

There is on hand in the rubber 
stock pile about 510,000 tons. An- 
other 140,000 tons is afloat and}! 
with good fortune, will augment 
this reserve. In the first six 
months of this year, before any 
curtailment had been put into ef- 
fect, this country used for all pur- 
poses about 400,000 tons. 

This indicates how acute the 
shortage really is. Virtually the en- 
tire American rubber supply has 
come from the Far East. Syn- 
thetic production of rubber is still 
on virtually an experimental basis. 
If rubber is not to be available 
for tires for private automobiles, 
this Means an automatic reduction 
almost to zero in the production of 
motor cars for private use. Hither- 
to discussion has been along the 
line of allowing 30 to 40 per cent 
of the production of recent years. 
Motor car plants are to be convert- 
ed to defense production, but in 
the interval while this is being car- 
ried out there will be a “disem- 
ployment” problem of major pro- 
portions. 

Women’s rubber and lastex gir- 
dles are probably out for the dura- 
tion of the war, or certainly until 
normal trade routes with the Far 
East can be re-established. The 
last war eliminated—for good and 
alli—the old steel-ribbed corset and 
this one may do the same thing for 
its modern counterpart, the rubber 


girdle. 

The nation hag not yet begun to 
feel the effect of the changes that 
are in store fur 1942. But it will 
not be long now before every phase 
of life will be touched by the con- 
flict raging throughout the world. 


MEETING ON TIRE 
RATIONING IN STATE

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 23.—A 
system for rationing new automo- 
bile tires and tubes to Missouri mo- 
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torists, beginning Jan. 5, in co- 
operation with the Federal Office 
of Price Administration, will be 
worked out at a special meeting of 
the Executive Committee of the 
State Defense Council here next 
Monday, Gov. Forrest C. Donnell 
announced last night. ' 

A proposed method of control 
discussed in a conference of Fed- 
eral and State defense officials 
with the Governor yeSterday calls 
for setting up a local board in each 
of the 114 counties and the City of 
St. Louis to pass on applications 
for authority to buy new tires and 
tubes. 

Under the OPA regulations no 
new tires and tubes may be pur- 
chased by anyone until Jan. 5, the 
Governor said, and beginning on 
that date a local rationing board 
certificate will be a prerequisite to 
such a purchase. 

Donnell said Frank Bane of 

Washington, director of the Divi- 
sion of Field Operations of the Of- 
fice of Price Administration, noti- 
fied him that “in any event, the 
sale of new tires to owners of pri- 
vate passenger cars will be virtu- 
ally prohibited for the present.” 
Quoting a letter received yester- 
day from Bane, the Governor said 
sales of new tires and tubes “will 
be limited to individuals and agen- 
cies requiring them for the main- 
tenance of industrial efficiency and 
civilian health.” 
Bane’s letter stated the eligible 
classes would include motor ve- 
hicles used for public safety and 
health, passenger transportation 
equipment exclusive of private pas- 
senger cars, and a limited group 
of essential truck operators,

Early said Churchill’s arrival late 
yesterday by plane was without 
ceremonies or honors, that Roose- 
velt was at the airport when the 
Prime Minister’s plane landed on 
a floodlighted field, and 20 min- 
utes later the two were in the 
White House. 

There one room has been set 
aside which Churchill may use for 
office work and consultations. It 
has been equipped with maps and 
other appurtenances. 

Wartime secrecy surrounded the 
manner in which Churchill made 
his trip to the United States. The 
only information the White House 
gave was that the last leg was 
made by air. There was a be- 
lief, however, that one of His 
Majesty’s warships had _ carried 
him part of the way. 

The principal conferences be- 
tween the Prime Minister and 
the President, however, probably 
will be held in the executive office 
of the White House. 

The questions before them were 
of world - wide importance — 
strategy for connected Allied ac- 
tion, the creation of a supreme 
allied high command, and plans for 
full formal alliance of all Axis 
foes—but the war in the Pacific 
seemed the top immediate con- 
sideration. 

Canadian Premier to Attend. 

There were indications almost at 
once that Churchill’s stay might 
be of some duration. At Ottawa, 
Prime Minister W. L. Mackenzie 
King of Canada said that he had 
been invited to Washington during 
the course of the conferences, but 
added that the date for his trip 
would not be announced until 
later. 

The White House gave no ad- 
vance details as to what schedule 
the conferences would follow, and 
there appeared a possibility that 
the information would be withheld 
because of its military character. 
In a Roosevelt-Churchill meeting 
in August at sea, they apparently 
confined their talks to broad prob- 
lems. They did, :owever, draw up 
an Atlantic charter of post-war 
principles. 

For several days the Berlin and 
Tokyo radios have been guessing 
that the Prime Minister’s disap- 
pearance from London meant he 
had gone to Moscow, to Washing- 
ton and to the Middle East. The 
Middle East was Berlin’s last 
guess, and less than four hours 
later Churchill was stepping into 
the White House.

LONDON, Dec. 23 (AP).—British 
spirits soared today at the news 
that Prime Minister Churchill and 
President Roosevelt were confer- 
ring in Washington.

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OPM Warns ‘Panic’ Buying of Sugar 
May Result in Artificial Shortage 


Agency Gives Reassurance That Next Year’s 
Supply Will Be Normal Unless Cuban 
Shipping Is Interrupted. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP).— 
Despite official assurances that 
there is no prospect of.a genuine 
sugar shortage, Government agen- 
cies note signs of “panic” buying 
in some cities. 

Such unnecessary purchases may 
foster hoarding and bring on an 
artificial shortage, officials of the 
Office of Production Management 
remarked last night in comment- 
ing on reports that some retailers 
were limiting sales to two pounds 
a customer. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion froze wholesale sugar prices 
at current levels Saturday to “re- 
move any reason for higher retail 
sugar prices.” 

At the same time Douglas C. 
MacKeachie, OPM purchases di- 
rector, said that “at the most pes- 
simistic estimates,” unless there 
was interruption of shipping from 
Cuba next year’s supply of sugar 


would be normal. The previous 
week he had frozen sugar stocks to 
prevent hoarding. 

This freezing order tied up 400,- 
000 to 500,000 tons of sugar, in ex- 
cess Of a normal 60-day supply, 
which was in the hands of confec- 
tioners, soft drink manufacturers 
and other large users. If neces- 
sary, the Government could take 
these stocks over for distribution 
through normal trade channels 
where needed, 

Some OPM officials said that 
while the reported voluntary ra- 
tioning by retailers had neither 
been ordered nor recommended by 
the Government and might cause 
unnecessary apprehension, it also 
might tend to discourage hoarding 
by housewives. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion indicated it had no present 
plans for mandatory retail ration- 
ing.

Direct word from Hongkong said 
fighting “continues all along the 
lines held yesterday.” This frag- 
mentary report mentioned one suc- 
cessful, local counterblow by the 
British, but details were lacking. 

Isolated Points Held. 

Even in Japanese areas, it was 
said, some isolated British strong 
points still are unconquered, 

The Berlin radio, quoting a Jap- 
anese army spokesman in WNan- 
king, said that seven Hongkong 
forts remained in British hands to- 
day and that.fierce fighting still 
was being waged on the broad 
playing fields of the Happy Valley 
recreation area east of Victoria. 

Meanwhile, a Singapore com- 
munique reported that Chinese 
forces on the mainland attacking 
at the rear of the Japanese before 
Hongkong had reached Tamsui 
and Shamuchung, points 40 and 27 
miles from the besieged island. 

“Guerrilla fighting (by the Chi- 
nese) is reported to have broken 
out at one point only 14 miles 
from the island,” the communique 
said. 

If the British had to give up the 
colony, the London authority said, 
they would carry out “complete im- 
mobilization” of everything that 
could be useful to the Japanese. 

If Hongkong were lost, he con- 
tinued, the British could not hope 
to recapture it until the British 


and American navies regained con- 
trol of the West Pacific. — 
Role of Seapower. 

“Seapower added to airpower is 
essential to successful operations 
in this area,” he said. 

The commentator said a success- 
ful defense of Hongkong would 
have required submarines, ships 
and aircraft operating in and over 
surrounding waters to prevent 
landings on the island. 

“The Japanese had almost a free 
movement over the sea in that 
area,” he commented, adding it 
was “remarkable” that the Jap- 
anese had not succeeded in taking 
Hongkong already. 

Valuable Base. 

Hongkong in Japanese hands 
would give,them a good naval and 
air base, making its recapture 
necessary for the anti-Axis allies, 
he said. 

He asserted the island forces 
now “really lacked the essentials 
of defense” because the colony’s 
defenses were built up during a 
period when there was a heavy 
demand on Britain for material 
for many areas. 

A Central Chinese news service 
dispatch from Chungking last‘ 
night said the British Embassy 
had been informed that the Jap- 
anese had “made no substantial 
gain in the past 24 hours.” 

The dispatch said the Japanese 
suffered 15,000 casualties in the 
siege, even before effecting land- 
ings on the island itself, The 
colony’s defense forces were re- 
ported maintaining communication 
twice a day with London and 
Chungking by means of broadcast- 
ing equipment hidden in caves.

U. 8. Planes Pound Enemy. 

The communique said the in- 
vaders had been “very active in 
the air,” but independent reports 
said they were being hammered 
hard by American planes, which 
were reported to have beaten off 
one attempted landing under the 
guns of Japanese destroyers. 

The situation in the Davao area 
on Mindanao Island south of Lu- 
zon, where American troops have 
been engaged in sharp fighting 
with a Japanese landing force, 
was officially called “obscure.” 

An Army spokesman said it had 
not been determined exactly how 
many troops the Japanese had 
been able to land at Santo Tomas. 
Although the number was believed 
large, the spokesman said he was* 
certain it was below Washington 
estimates on the number of troops 
involved in the invasion attempt. 

The War Department in Wash- 
ington said yesterday that be- 
tween 80,000 and 100,000 Japanese 
troops were believed aboard a fleet 
of 80 transports which had been 
sighted off the Luzon coast. 

The regular morning com- 
munique issued by Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur’s headquarters at 8 a. 
m. (5 p. m. Monday, St. Louis 
time) said that according to re- 
ports available then the island’s 
defenders were holding a position 
north of Damortis, on the Gulf of 
Lingayen, about 120 miles from 
Manila. 

Earlier, headquarters had de- 
scribed the situation there as “well 
in hand.” 

It still was not clear here wheth- 
er the Japanese had attempted to 
unload all their transports in the 
Lingayen Gulf sector. It also was 
uncertain whether the Japanese 
had been able to land any equip- 
ment to cope with the mechanized 
forces the defenders were said to 
be throwing against them. 

Two Manila Raid Alarms. 

Manila itself was quiet during 
the morning except for an unevent- 
ful air raid alarm at 10:25 a. m. 
which lasted 25 minutes. 

Army officials said later that two 
waves of Japanese planes had been 
sighted heading toward the city 
from the south. Their failure to 
reach Manila was taken as an indi- 
cation that they had been inter- 
cepted by American fighters and 
driven off.

Eight Enemy Planes Downed. 


News of the situation in southern 
Luzon, where the Japanese effect- 
ed a landing last week at Legaspi, 
250 miles from Manila, was lim- 
ited to an official announcement 
that eight Japanese planes had 
been shot down in air engagements 
during the last few days. 

Maj. Emmett O’Donnell Jr., 
whose home is in New York City, 
was credited with shooting down 
four planes, while Lieut. Jack 
Adams of Anadarko, Ok., and his 
crew were credited with three. A 
Filipino pilot, Lieut. Jose Kare, ac- 
counted for the eighth enemy 
plane, 


The Philippine commonwealth, 
meanwhile, took additional meas- 
ures to perfect its wartime organi- 
zation on a long-range basis. 

The Government designated 
provincial treasurers throughout 
the Archipelago as deputy emer- 
gency control officials with author- 
ity to commandeer essential food- 
stuffs, fuel, building materials and 
other supplies to prevent hoarding 
and profiteering.

Relief for Poor Ordered. 


President Manuel Quezon ordered 
immediate extension of relief fa- 
cilities to care for Manila’s poorer 
families, and arranged for distribu- 
tion of Christmas presents to the 
destitute from personal funds.

AND STUDY WEEK 
Enable Under-Draft Students 
to Fill Jobs. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 28 (AP).—The 
University of Chicago announced 
today a plan for establishing a six- 
day week combining work and 
study for first and second year 
students. President Robert M. 
Hutchins said the plan would per- 
mit students in the first two years 
to speed completion of their studies 
while contributing to the nation’s 
war effort. . 

February high school graduates 
may enter the university and com- 
plete up to a full year’s work by 
the end of the summer quarter un- 
der the new plan. The number of 
summer courses in the college will 
be more than doubled.

TRADE BOARD ORDER 
AGAINST ALOE G0. 


FTC Charges Price Discrimina- 
tions in Favor of Surgical 
Supply Firm. 


A. 3S. Aloe Co., dealer in surgical 
products at Nineteenth and Olive 
streets, was ordered today by the 
Federal Trade Commission “to 
cease and desist from price 
discriminations in violation of the 
Robinson-Patman Act.” 

The commission charged, in its 
order made public today, that the 
Aloe Co., in its purchases from 
manufacturers, jobbers, importers 
and distributers, received discrim- 
inatory prices, varying from ap- 
proximately 10 per cent less to 40 
per cent less than prices its com- 
petitors had to pay. 

The Commission held that the 
price differentials thus obtained 
by the firm “may be used to a 
substantial degree to enable A. S. 
Aloe Co. to distribute elaborate 
catalogues and thus increase its 
mail order business; may also in 
part enable the company to em- 
ploy a larger staff of traveling 
salesmen or pay salesmen more lib- 
eral commissions; and may obtain 
for the company other financial 
benefits which its competitors are 
prevented, in part, from securing. 

“Commission findings,” the order 
“are that examples 
taken from the company’s corre- 
spondence, and from bulletins is- 
sued to its sales force, indicate that 
it has knowingly engaged in a 
studied and persistent course of 
action to induce sellers to grant 
it favorable discriminatory prices 
on its purchases of surgical prod- 
ucts.” 

Fifteen manufacturing and 
wholesale firms were named in the 
order, and the Aloe Co. was direct- 
ed to desist from receiving dis- 
criminatory prices from any of 
them, or from any seller of surgi- 
cal products. 

Howard Baer, president of the 
company, said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he did not wish to 
comment on the order in detail, 
but remarked: “Our chief difficul- 
ty now is to get goods at all, not 
to get them at certain prices.”

LIMIT ON LOWER 
GRADES OF SGRAP 


Revision Expected to Step 
Up Production in Many 
Steel Mills Where Short- 
age Was Felt. 


PITTSBURGH, Dec. 23 (AP).— 
The Government’s action in revis- 


ing iron and steel scrap prices to 
permit larger returns for lower 
grades, was seen today in steel cir- 
cles as a move likely to end a 
shortage that was slowing up Op- 
eration in numerous mills. 

“It clears the air and will restore 
a steady flow of supply,” asserted 
one of Pittsburgh’s largest scrap 
brokers. “A short time after the 
new schedule was announced I 
booked a 750-ton order, one of the 
largest in weeks.” 

Price Administrator Leon Hen- 

derson announced the revision late 
yesterday in Washington. It rep- 
resented a compromise from de- 
mands of many for a general price 
increase and of others for the Gov- 
ernment to take over the scrap 
business. 
Movement of Metal Slowed Down. 
Some weeks ago the Office of 
Production Management, alarmed 
at the slowing down of scrap move- 
ment, opened an intensive cam- 
paign to draw a supply from 
households, stores and plants. But 
dealers said this was not a suc- 
cess because prices failed to fur- 
nish the needed incentive. 

‘The new scale segregates various 
grades of scrap, according to use, 
with one price ceiling for each 
type. 

For example, a $20 ceiling for 
Pittsburgh was established for sev- 
en grades of scrap used in open 
hearths, in which roughly 45 tons 
of scrap and 55 tons of pig iron 
are melted with other additions 
into 100 tons of the steel ingots. 

The old scale ranged from $15.25 
for mixed borings and turnings to 
$20 for the best No. 1 heavy melt- 
ing scrap, 

Now, as a scrap broker explained, 
$20 may be charged for the lower 
grades, which run in heavy vol- 
ume, as well as for the best grade 
so that all will be lumped togeth- 
er. 

Change in Basing Point Prices. 

Another change will permit 
points to sel] at the “most favor- 
able” basing . point price rather 
than the “nearest basing point 
figure in terms of transportation 
charges.” 

Thus a Toledo dealer, who in 
selling to Pittsburgh had to. use a 
Detroit basing point price, now 
may sell at the Pittsburgh price, 
or at a boost of slightly more than 
$2 a ton over Detroit. 

Scrap consumption in the United 
States is running higher than 4,- 
500,000 tons monthly, with steel 
mills and manufacturing concerns 
furnishing about one-half of the 
supply. 

This year’s consumption will be 
around 52,000,000 tons, compared 
with the former record of 41,687,- 
000 tons set in 1940 and the big- 
gest World War I mark of 26,800,- 
000 tons used in 1917. 

Open hearth furnaces in the past 
month have been forced to close 
in Chicago, Pittsburgh, Johnstown 
and other points. In each case, 
where the mill was engaged on 
war orders, the OPM has issued

Asserts Alien Population 
for Most Part Shows No 


Disloyalty — No Fifth 
Column in Armed Forces 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP).— 
The War Department reported 
yesterday that 273 Japanese aliens 
in Hawaii were now interned, add- 
ing that “for the most part, the 
Japanese population of Hawaii has 
given no evidence of disloyalty.” 

It said there were no fifth col- 
umnists among members of the 
armed services in Hawaii. The 
part of the communique dealing 
with Hawaii follows: 

The commanding general, Ha- 
waiian Department, reports that 
273 Japanese aliens are now in- 
terned. Of a total population of 
425,000 in the Hawaiian Islands, 
160,000 are of Japanese ancestry. 
Of these, 35,000 are aliens. For the 
most part, the Japanese population 
of Hawaii has given no evidence 
of disloyalty. However, as was re- 
ported by Secretary Knox on his 
return from his recent trip to Ha- 
waii, there is strong evidence to 
support the belief that some Japa- 
nese were engaged in ‘fifth col- 
umn’ activity and provided the en- 
emy with valuable military infor- 
mation prior to the surprise at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor. These ac- 
tivities were entirely confined to 
Japanese residents, all other ele- 
ments of the population, as well as 
the great majority of the Japanese 
remaining loyal to the United 
States, there were no ‘fifth col- 
umnists’ among the members of 
the armed services in Hawaii. The 
military authorities have impris- 
oned all known Japanese leaders 
of subversive activities. Federal 
and territorial law enforcement 
agencies are co-operating with the 
army in detecting and suppressing 
enemy ‘fifth column’ activities 
among the Japanese residents of 
the islands.”

British Say Scharnhorst and 
Gneisenau Are Hemmed 
in by Wreckage.

LONDON, Dec. 23 (AP).—aA di- 
rect bomb hit on the gates of the 
drydock at Brest, France, in an 
R. A. F. daylight raid Dec. 18 is 
believed to have trapped the 26,000- 
ton German battleships Scharn- 
horst and Gneisenau in the docks 
and damaged them anew, the Air 
Ministry news service reported last 
night. 

It said aerial photographs taken 
during the raid also gave reason 
to believe, “although, the confusion 
of smoke precludes a certainty, 
that a heavy bomb has fallen 
amidship and penetrated the deck 
of the Scharnhorst.” 


In addition, the service an- 
nounced, it is “quite certain that 
a heavy armor-piercing bomb” fell 
between the stern of the Gneise- 
nau and the side of the drydock 
and another similarly between the 
Scharnhorst and her dock. 

The news service said neither 
battleship probably could be moved 
until the damaged gates are re- 
paired. Moreover, it added, “a 
great number of bombs” have fal- 
len close to them, although “how 
much damage these have done can 
only be conjectured at the mo- 
ment.”

HONOLULU, Dec. 22 (AP) 

(Delayed). 

HE commission appointed

“ion of solidarity and determina- 
lion in Washington already is hav- 
ing its beneficial effect on the mo- 
rale of the Allied peoples at a 
highly critical moment. And let 
hone doubt that the Axis isn’t 
°verlooking a historic meeting 
Which so patently means business. 

From the military standpoint 
this conference is vital for the co- 
*rdination of Allied efforts. Mo- 
Sytem questions must be settled 

h such manner as will give the 
sreatest efficiency. And since this 
is &@ war of resources and produc- 
tion, there must be co-ordination in 
this field as well. 

The matter of immediate urgency 
is, of course, the Battle of the Pa- 
cific in which the Allies are fight- 
ing at a disadvantage because of 
the nature of the Japanese blow 
in the dark. Perhaps it is a good 
Smen that as Roosevelt and 
Churchill get down to cases in 
Washington the news from the Far 

is not unfavorable. 


The Yanks and Filipinos are re- 
ported holding the invading Japs 
in Luzon. The British are holding 
their own on the Malayan penin- 
sula above Singapore. Even gal- 
lant Hongkong is hanging on by 
its teeth in the face of tremendous 
odds. 

. Still, we cannot blink the fact 
that the Allied bases are in great 
danger. At any moment the de- 
fense may be called on to decide 
whether American reserves shall be 
thrown to the support of the vital 
base of Singapore with the risk of 
losing the Philippines temporarily. 
Then, too, the question of whether 
Russia shall join the Allies against 
Japan is likely to become a burn- 
ing issue. All these problems must 
be pooled and settled in the inter- 
est of the common good, namely 
the winning of the war as a whole. 


The Washington conference look- 
ing to the establishment of unified 
control is a notable step toward 
victory. Obviously it couldn’t be 
held before, because America 
wasn’t in the war, but it means 
much that the Allies are acting 
promptly in concert at the earliest 
possible moment. 


It would be worth a bit to know 
what emotion stirs the minds of 
the Japs as they view this Wash- 
ington conference. It would be 


especially worth while to learn 


what they are thinking as they see

Laid to Speed 


Heavy Nazi Losses of Material 


of Reds Pursuit 


Fresh Reserves, Well-Equipped for Winter, 
Harry Retreating Germans in Carefully 
Planned Counteroffensive.

HE immense material losses 
suffered by the Germans in 
their retreat from Moscow are 
attributable to the rapidity of the 
Russian pursuit and the ability of 
the Red Army to perform repeated 
outflanking maneuvers against the 
retiring German columns despite 
the harsh conditions of the Rus- 
sian winter. 

Traveling with the Red Army as 
I have been during the past couple 
of days, one continuously is im- 
pressed with the effectiveness of 
these Russian harrying tactics 
which forced the Germans to leave 
strings of abandoned vehicles 
along nearly all ef their lines of 
withdrawal. 

An announcement in the official 
Russian press puts the booty cap- 
tured since Nov, 16, on the central 
front alone, at 2113 tanks, 12,204 
automobiles, 1578 guns and thous- 
ands of trophies in other cate- 
gories. 


Reds Planned Carefully. 


It is now obvious that the Rus- 
sian counteroffensive was careful- 
ly prepared and organized for, 
when the tide of battle turned, 
Stalin’s generals had masses of 
fresh reserves ready to throw into 
the battle to maintain a steady 
and decimating pursuit, 

The Germans, relying. almost en-! 
tirely on mechanized transport, 
were obliged to cling to highways 
and roads; the heavy blanket of 
snow, covering intervening fields 
and forests, greatly restricted ma- 
neuverability. This was a weak- 
ness whieh the resourceful Rus- 
sians have exploited to the utmost. 
Besides their armored units, they 
have made considerable use of cav- 
alry backed up by infantry and ski 
troops to make quick flank at- 
tacks against roads cluttered with 
German transport. 

The reserves of Russian cavalry 
in the Moscow region were larger 
than anybody had suspected and 
it is doubtful whether, in any case, 
the Germans had taken them seri- 


mounted divisions have displayed 
an effec ctiveness far beyond expec- 
tation." They had no oil to freeze, 
no engines to break down, and 
they could be maneuvered through 
any kind of terrain and under the 
worst kind of weather conditions. 
They have performed brilliant out- 
flanking maneuvers especially in 
the southern Moscow front where 
Russian horsemen have captured 
scores of villages. 


Nazi Miscalculations. 


The Germans are reaping the 
bitter fruits of over-confidence and 
miscalculation. They surely mis- 
calculated the fighting qualities 
and numbers of the Russian re- 
serves. And—to harp again on an 
old theme—they surely miscalcu- 
lated the Russian winter. Quite 


apart from the ratio of armored 
strength of the two sides, the fight- 
ing in the last few weeks has dem- 
onstrated that the Russians are 
better fighters man for man under 


the severe conditions of the Rus- 
sian winter than their adversaries. 
And there is no doubt that they 
are better equipped to meet these 
conditions. 

In many miles of travel behind 
Russian lines, I have yet to see 
an under-dressed Red Army sol- 
dier. German uniforms, on the 
other hand, are good for general 
purposes, but too flimsy to with- 
stand the stern demands of a win- 
ter campaign in Russia. On a bat- 
tlefield near Klin, I had an oppor- 
tunity to examine many of these 
German uniforms. Overcoats and 
tunics were of thinner material 
than the Russian. Boots though 
good were lighter. Headgear, too, 
was just a little short of being 
adequate. 

It seems incredible that Hitler 
should have sent his army into 
Russia inadequately uniformed for 
a winter campaign, but perhaps 
that is the best proof of this over- 
confidence. He had expected a 
quick, easy war which was to have 
been over before the Russian win- 
ter closed down. 


BRITISH SAY AUXILIARY, NOT 
PLANE SHIP, WAS ATTACKED 


Announcement Fails to Tell Result 
of Nazi Torpedo Attempt 
on Convoy Protector. 
LONDON, Dec. 23 (AP).—An au- 
thoritative announcement said to- 


| day that a torpedo attack has been 


made on one of Britain’s “auxili- 
aries which was carrying out air 
protection duties with a convoy” 
but denied that a British aircraft 
carrier “has even been attacked.” 

The German communique claim- 
ing to have sunk an aircraft car- 
rier of the Formidable class in the 
Atlantic possibly referred to the 
attack on the auxiliary vessel, the 
announcement said. 

Authorities did not say what was 
the result of the attack on the 
auxiliary. 

Earlier an authoritative com- 
mentator announced that “the bat- 
tle of the Atlantic is going pretty 
well” and gave considerable credit 
to catapult fighter planes based on 
ships converted to auxiliaries for 
the protection of convoys against 
Germany's long-range planes. The 
fighters on ships are commonly 
called “suicide planes” because 
their short range often makes it 
impossible to reach a land base 
after they take off.

Where is Gustav Siegfried? Some 
say in East Prussia. But all agree 
that these mysterious messages 
could hardly be sent and sent in 
the libelous form of pornography 
which the chief affects in his criti- 
cism of the habits of many Ger- 
man leaders both in the party and 
in: uniform, unless the said chief 
were completely “protected.” 

Do the Germans listen? Do they 
not!

Air-Raid Shelters for St. Louis. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

UR high buildings in the downtown 

district are admirably suited for air- 
raid shelters. They are able to provide 
security for hundreds of thousands of 
our population if the following measures 
are taken: 

Connect the basements of all high 
buildings with each other and with tun- 
nels running east-west from Third to 
the west side of Twelfth street. There 
would be steps leading down from the 
sidewalks and an entrance at Third for 
ambulance vehicles. There should be one 
such passage between Washington and 
St. Charles, St. Charles and Locust, Lo- 
cust and Olive, Olive and Pine, and 
farther south to Market street, with con- 
nections to all municipa] buildings. The 
thickness of the top must be at least six 
feet of reinforced concrete, to resist a 
1000-pound bomb. 

There would be about 3,800,000 square 
feet of basement floor space available. 
Allowing 20 square feet per person, about 
190,000 men, women and children could 
be accommodated on the basement floors 
alone. This number maybe increased 
two or even three times if the lower 
stories would be made safe from bombs 
exploding in the streets, by piling sand- 
bags against the exposed outer walls. 

Sanitary utilities are already provided 
as well as kitchens and cafeterias. There 
are also many doctors with offices in the 
buildings themselves, fully equipped to 
give assistance in cases requiring their 
help. Great stocks of supplies, food, 
clothing, medicines and whatever is 
meeded are on hand and may be still 
further augmented in following a fixed 
policy. 

Incendiary bombs could not start a 
eonflagration, since most buildings are 
of fireproof construction, with metal 
windows glazed with wire-glass one-quar- 
ter inch thick facing alleys and adjoin- 
ing property. 

Poison gas cannot enter such buildings, 
if large blowers propelled by separate 
Diesel motors would blow fresh air into 
the basements, by means of metal ducts 
extending to the roof, where the air is 
pure. Tne slight overpressure thus cre- 
ated is sufficient to prevent gas from 
seeping in, leaving the air pure. Gas 
masks could therefore be dispensed with. 

If something is to be done for our se- 
¢eurity, it should start with building the 
tunnels under the streets, for this takes 
time. With this as a start, other meas- 
ures would follow, and we soon would 
have a safe city, ready for whatever may 
be in store for us in the future.

CHURCHILL AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 
The United States of America and the British 
Empire, represented by their heads of state, are in 
conference today at the White House, laying the 
foundation for unified war plans to bring about “the 
defeat of Hitlerism throughout the world.” 3 

Winston Churchill’s hazardous journey across the 
Atlantic war zone for this meeting rivals in drama 
his and Mr. Roosevelt’s rendezvous on the high 
seas last September. At that time, the United States 
was not yet at war, though committed to all-out 
aid to insure British victory. The major result of 
that meeting was politicak—the Atlantic Charter, 
with its statement of war aims. 

This time, the two leaders must get down to the 
concrete business of ships, planes, guns and men, 
of grand strategy, of supplies and communications, 
as a means of winning the war in which this country 
is now a full participant by challenge of the Axis. 

Co-ordination of effort is the great objective today. 
Our enemies have that co-ordination, achieved by 
orders from Berlin to every other Axis partner. We 
must match, and excel, the dictator nations’ co-op- 
eration. 

The assets of the anti-Axis.group, both in man 
power and in production facilities, exceed those of 
the Berlin-Rome-Tokyo bloc. Those assets can be 
made effective only if they are used according to 
one all-embracing plan, agreed upon by the demo- 
cratic procedure of conference, and not imposed by 
the edict of one dominant power, as in the Axis 
scheme of operation. 

The White House statement points out that the 
Roosevelt-Churchill meeting. is “preliminary to 
further conferences,” and that “the other interested 
nations will be kept in close touch with the prelim- 
inary planning.” The other nations not represented 
at this conference are important cogs in the machine 
that, when thrown into high gear, will bring about 
the downfall of the Axis. 

Russia has inflicted the first defeats upon Hit- 
ler’s mighty forces. China has held the Japanese 
deadlocked in four years of warfare. The Dutch sea 
and air power has given a good account of itself in 
the new Pacific war. The Dominions have made 
indispensable contributions to Britain’s military ef- 
fort. Each will have its responsibilities under a defi- 
nite plan for continuing systematically the work so 
ably begun. 

The war is now of global dimensions. It cannot 
be won by hit-and-miss raids and expeditions. In- 
dependent action against a common foe would mean 
only a tremendous waste of lives and equipment, a 
longer and harder war. 

A great deal of water has flowed down the Rapidan 
since an American President and a British Prime 
Minister last met in Washington. It is ironic now 
to reflect that, when Herbert Hoover was host to 
Ramsay MacDonald in 1929, the major subject of dis- 
cussion was reduction of their own and other coun- 
tries’ naval armaments. 

Yet the basic purpose of that peacetime conference 
of 12 years ago was precisely the same as the war- 
time meeting of today: the attaining of a peace- 
ful, mutually prosperous world, where men and wom- 
en can live in security, safe in their homes and free 
to come and go as they like. The world failed to 
achieve its goal by peaceful means, and now it must 
be done by war, by crushing the disturbers and set- 
ting up a system whereby civilization will be safe. 

That is the task before the anti-Hitler nations. 
President Roosevelt and Prime Ministér Churchill 
are moving toward its execution by drawing up the 
first blueprints. 


NO TIME FOR UNEMPLOYMENT. 

General Motors announced yesterday that its lay- 
off benefit plan will not be continued in 1942. When 
first announced a little more than three years ago, 
this plan was hailed as one of the most forward- 
looking steps yet taken for the stabilization of in- 
dustrial employment. Under it, employes were paid 
advances against future wages in periods when 
shutdowns and lay-offs were deemed necessary. 

Now that the automobile industry is being con- 
verted to war uses, it is entering upon a wave of 
lay-offs which can be compared only to that of the 
blackest period of the depression. GMC’s benefit 
checks would be welcome as they never were welcome 
before. But there will be no checks. 

Nobody is going to blame General Motors. The 
plan was not introduced in contemplation of any- 
thing as vast as our developing priorities unem- 
ployment. It is now up to the Government to find 
some substitute. We are at war and nobody is going 
to be coddled. But, on the other hand, the nation has 
not been relieved of its obligations in connection with 
unemployment. 

Ways should be found, and found promptly, for 
utilizing every last bit of American man power. 
And it is just plain horse sense that this man power 
should be kept out of breadlines while it is awaiting 
assignment to new jobs in the Battle of Production. 
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QUITE DIFFERENT FROM THE DAYS OF ’98. 

German and Japanese submarines are operating 
off our Atlantic and Pacific coasts, as was to be 
expected. The news has been taken as it should be, 
with calmness and the firm belief that the raiders 
will be dealt with by the United States Navy ships, 
planes and blimps. In the past, some of the many 
books dealing with war between Japan and the 
United States have said that the appearance of 
Jap submarines—and even a cruiser or aircraft 
carrier—with possible bombardment of a city or 
town, would result in a wave of fear snd demands 
from every port and coastline settlement for our 
Navy ships to stand guard. 

Much of that thought goes: back to the early days 
of the Spanish-American War, when the whole At- 
lantic seaboard verged on panic for days as rumors 
spread that Admiral Cervera’s ships were steaming 
for every port from Bar Harbor to Tampa. To quote 
from Sprouts’ “The Rise of American Naval Power”: 
“Only with the greatest difficulty did the Navy pre- 
vent the unreasoning and preposterous panic from 
forcing a disruption of the fleet and the scattering 
of its units to guard 2000 miles of coastline against 
wholly improbable, if not utterly impossible, raids by 
Cervera’s decrepit cruisers.” Pressure exerted by 
Senators, Mayors and other influential persons and 
groups did cause temporary. withholding of some of 
our best ships for guard duty. 

Thus far, although the United States is confronted 
on two coasts instead of one and by two first-class 
powers instead of a decadent one, and by the new 
dangers from airplanes and from submarines, there 
has been no sign of the unreason and the fear that 
hampered the Navy in '98. That is an excellent 
sign of the strength of this nation, of the fact that 
the people realize this strength and trust in it, and 
that morale is good, There is no more of the ignor-

ance of "98, The

WAR TIRES. 

Several of the large Akron factories are about to 
produce automobile tires made entirely of reclaimed 
rubber. It is generally understood that these will 
be for civilian use, and that they may be the only 
kind available for such use during the duration of 
the war, and perhaps longer. , 

These “second-hand” tires will give reasonably 
good service, it is said, provided that they are not 
driven at a rate faster than 35 miles the hour. 
Perhaps they will come to be known as “the speed 
cop’s delight.” Like stormy weather, they may make 
an ironical contribution to street and highway safety 
by making impossible the speed which is the cause 
of so many accidents. 

But for many an American, they are going to 
provide a greater service. They are going to drive 
home the lesson of the world’s economic interdepend- 
ence. The continental United States is no doubt in 
a better position than any other country in the world 
to maintain itself on its own resources and by its 
own ingenuity. Yet the war in the Pacific has been 
able not only to create a major problem for American 
industry, but to force a change in the ordinary 
habits of millions of Americans. 

If the Japs should decide on a “scorched earth” 
policy before they are driven out of the Malayan 
rubber country, it may be 15 years or longer be- 
fore we again get the kind of tires to which we have 
grown accustomed, said Chairman P. W. Litchfield 
of the Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co. yesterday. It 
would take that long, he said, to plant new trees and 
bring them into bearing. 

Other rubber experts are inclined to cut this 
waiting period in half. And, of course, there is going 
to be a new emphasis on rubber planting in Brazil, 
the original habitat of this useful plant, and a 
tremendous expansion in our facilities for the pro- 
duction of reclaimed and synthetic rubber. 

But by the most optimistic reckoning, it is going 
to be a long time before we again see rubber busi- 
ness as usual, 
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SOME GERMANS HATE NAZIS. 

Mayor LaGuardia spoke words of wisdom yester- 
day when he warned Americans against over-zealous 
apprehension of enemy aliens, and especially when 
he asked employers not to discharge such persons 
“because they never can be citizens.” Enemy aliens 
should be left, to the Department of Justice, said 
the New York Mayor. Its agents will arrest the bad 
ones and protect the good ones. 

This advice cannot be too often repeated if we are 
to avoid one of the sorriest mistakes made by the 
English during this war. That was to hurry all 
Germans and all Italians in the United Kingdom 
into concentration camps. Thus, some of the most 
informed and some of the most resourceful enemies 
of Hitler and Mussolini were deprived of the op- 
portunity of striking a blow against those war lords. 

A refugee, hounded out of the Nazi Reich, may 
still be a citizen of that Reich, technically. But his 
heart is on the side of the foes of that Reich. He 
will offer his hands, too, if only given the chance. 

Naturally, we must be on our guard against wolves 
in sheep’s clothing. But the Department of Justice 
is better equipped to detect wolves.than are amateur 
sleuths. It is all too likely that the over-zealous 
would only harass men who are more determined 
than they to see the downfall of totalitarianism. 
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FREE EXPRESSION FOR EMPLOYERS. 

Under the Wagner Act, the employer is entitled 
to the same freedom of opinion and expression 
which that legislation guarantees to the employe. 
Such is the conclusion of the Supreme Court in its 
decision in the Virginia Electric & Power Co. case, 
announced by Justice Murphy, without dissent. 

The litigation arose from a bulletin which the 
company issued to its employes while engaged in a 
labor controversy. The NLRB took the view tLat 
the bulletin, together with an address distributed to 


executives, “interfered with, restrained and coerced” | 


the workers. The company in turn challenged the 


Labor Board’s ruling as a violation of the constitu-. 


tional guarantee of freedom of speech and the press. 

Returning the case to the Labor Board, Justice 
Murphy’s opinion gives that agency a rule for its 
conduct in such a situation: 


The sanctions of the act are imposed not in 
punishment of the employer but for the protec- 
tion of employes. The employer in this case is 
as free now as ever to take any side he may 
choose on this controversial issue. 

But certainly conduct, though evidenced in 
part by speech, may amount in connection with 
other circumstances to coercion within the mean- 
ing of the act. If the total activities of an em- 
ployer restrain or coerce his employes in their 
free choice, then those employes are entitled to 
the protection of the act. 


Bach case, in other words, must be judged in 
terms of its own set of facts. So long as a company 
exercises the right of opinion, but does not seek 
to compel acceptance of that opinion, its freedom 
to express its views is no less than that of its 
employes, 
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BOSS TOM TODAY. 

When the Associated Press carried an article 
yesterday on the goings and comings of Tom Pender- 
gast, it was a surprise, so completely has fhe man 
who once lorded it over Kansas City, and over Mis- 
souri, too, been pushed into the background. To 
have predicted this when he was haled into Federal 
Court, and when Gov. Stark began his fight for the 
Kansas City police bill, would have seemed foolhardy. 
Boss Tom would be convicted all right, one might 
have said, but forgotten? Never! 

It was the war, of course, which changed people’s 
scale of values in Missouri as elsewhere. Now, when 
the Japs are slamming into the Philippines, the kind 
of life Boss Tom is living under his stiff parole terms 
is, for the most part, of concern only to Boss Tom. 

He is a broken old man today—shorn of purse and 
power, in poor health and with virtually all of his 
day’s activities prescribed for him by the court. 
Kansas City is in new hands, There is a new and 
different administration in the City Hall. And the 
drummer, spending a week end in what was once 
“the liveliest town west of Chicago,” can’t buy a 
drink on Sunday any more. 

But it would be a good idea not to forget Boss Tom 
altogether. The door at 1908 Main street is still open 
—even if he may not enter it. There’s still a bit of 
life in the old machine. There is nothing it would 
appreciate more for convalescence than general for- 
getfulness of the old days, That is a time-tested 
comeback formula,

WASHINGTON. 
CTING with speed and directness pos- 
A: only in time of war, the Govern- 
ent has taken in the past week long 
steps toward establishment of a powerful 
national Army of whatever size may be es- 
sential for ultimate victory. — 

The size of this army has purposely been 
left without a potential ceiling. It may be 
3,000,000 men, or it may be twice that size 
before victory is won. There has been talk 
in Congress of an Army of 7,000,000 men, _ 

In the future Army, however, and in its 
development, there are two procedures 
established by law and policy which are 
highly important. One is the congressional 
action spreading the age limits for selec- 
tive service to 20 to 44 years, inclusive. The 
other is the new program announced by 
Secretary of War Stimson to abolish the vol- 
unteer system in the near future. 

The Army today is potentially a powerful 
force—an aggregation of highly trained 
and enthusiastic men with a good nucleus of 
weapons. It totals about 1,800,000 men. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt signed a law last Wednes- 
day which in one section authorized imme- 
diate enlargement to 2,000,000 men. The in- 
crease thus provided would just about fill 
deficiencies in the ranks of organizations al- 
ready formed. 

The total force of the Army includes all 
the flying and ground commands of the 
Army Air Corps and men already on duty in 
the Philippines, Hawaii, the Canal Zone 
and the outlying bases. This total is a mil- 
itary secret, 

Its main force, however, is within the 
United States. This includes, as of the last 
public reckoning on Nov. 27, 18 “square” 
infantry divisions composed basically of 
National Guard troops, which have a tech- 
nical strength of 22,272 men each. There 
are eight “triangular” divisions, composed 
on paper of 15,245 men each, but armed with 
weapons that give them considerably more 
fire power than the square type. Of these, 
twe are almost completely motorized and 
two more are in the process of motorization. 
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The new draft program will retain the 
million or more volunteers already in the 
Army and those who have applied or will 
apply for enlistment before a deadline is set 
for this type of service. After the passing 
of that deadline, however, Army member- 
ship theoretically will be selected on the 
basis of proportionate need between mili- 
tary and essential civilian service. 

The new draft plans will bring into the 
selection sphere a total of men greater than 
there is any current expectation of ever 
needing, but provide for wider selection on 
the basis of comparable need. | 

Brig. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey has present- 
ed figures to Congress to show that more 
than 5,000,000 effectives can be added to the 
Army, already near 2,000,000 by calling into 
service all the physically fit men from 20 
to 44 years of age, inclusive. 

His estimates of the additional effectives 


follow: 
36 to 44 years — — — — — — — 400,000 
28 to 35 years — — — — — —- — 1,000,000 
21 to 28 years — — — — — — — 1,000,000 
Attained 21 since last registration, 600,000 
20 years ————— — — ——— 1,200,000

To the indicated totals, Gen. Hershey stat- 
ed, could be added a large number of men 


simply by reorganizing regulations for de- 
ferments or lowering the strict physical re- 
quirements now enforced. 

While presenting these impressive figures, 
Gen, Hershey warned against “hysteria.” He 
told a congressional committee that “we 
can meet the situation today and tomorrow 
with the present draft limits of 21 to 35.” 

There has been no indication, since Con- 
gress adopted the new draft law last Friday, 
as to how soon. the new selective service 
program will be carried out, but the impres- 
sion is general in congressional circles that 
many months may pass before the broad- 
ened group is called up for registration. 

There is a constant danger that emphasis 
put on Army man power will divert atten- 
tion from the need of equipment to make 
this man power effective. The real problem 
lies in the industrial production field. Hence 
the need for universal seleetive service that 
will fill the Army’s ranks and yet avoid the 
wastage of putting into the Army men es- 
sential to supply the industrial need.

In the last war and in the current defense 
effort, it has been amply demonstrated that 
the easiest Army necessity to produce is 
men: Soldiers can be drilled and trained, 
in a period of shift from peace to war econ- 
omy, much faster than a country can pro- 
duce weapons with which to arm them, 

The reasons the United States needs a 
large Army found little explanation in the 
long “defense” period, but now that war is 
an actuality, military authorities can speak 
more openly about them. 

The armies of contending powers have de- 
cided victory in all of history’s great wars. 
The Army is a second defense screen be- 
hind the Navy, but it also is the only force 
that can attack on land and defeat an en- 
emy’s forces raised to defend enemy terri- 
tory. 

No one can predict at this time how the 
first world-wide war will be fought, or 
where the final struggle will take place, hut 
there is total agreement in thé United States 
that the struggle shall not occur in the 
American continents. 


FROM 3000 PLANES TO 50,000. 

From the Pittsburgr Press. 
wo President Roosevelt spoke, in 

May, 1940, of annual production of 50,000 
planes, people nodded vaguely, supposing 
unthinkingly that all one had to do to pro- 
duce 50,000 planes instead of 3000 was to 
open the spigot wider. 

Then came delays, exasperating realiza- 
tion of what the problem really. was. We 
became discouraged. Fifty thousand? Huh, 
a pipe-dream, we said. Even experts coldly 
estimated such a production could not be 
attained before 1945. 

Now, so practical a man as President 
Jouett of the Aeronautical Chamber of Com- 
merce predicts that such a rate of produc- 
tion may be actually reached late in 1942, 
and planes are being produced even today 
at a rate of more than 30,000 a year.

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Story of Lincoln’s Life Told 
In Historic Picture Collection 


“Lincoln: His Life in Photographs,’’ Compiled by 
Stefan Lorant. (Duell, Slom & Pearce, Inc., New 
York.) 

HE face of Lincoln is a landmark in 

American history. Ifs likeness hangs in 
millions of homes and public buildings; it 
appears on postage stamps and currency; It 
is preserved in marble and bronze, and has 
been gigantically sculptured on a South Da- 
kota mountainside. A book devoted to pre 
senting every known photograph of tha 
brooding, tragic face, together with othe 
pictorial mementoes of the Civil War Presi- 
dent’s life, cannot help being an impressive 
one. 

Most of these pictures have: appeared in 
other Lincoln histories; for only one, made 
in 1864, does the compiler claim first pub- 
lication. This volume’s uniqueness lies in 
its assembling of pictures, the opportunity 
it creates for study of the rugged face and 
of the changes worn in it by adversity. 
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these pictures were made. It was invente 
in 1839, introduced to America in 1840, and 
Lincoln did not visita “daguerreotype artist” 
until 1846, when newly elected to Congress. 
The portraits thus cover a span of only 19 
years, but they were the great years of 
Lincoln’s life. The early photographers, in 
the 100 or so sittings, did an amazingly good 
job in preserving the image of “the bronzed, 
lank man,” with his deepset eyes, his jut 
ting nose, high cheekbones, broad mouth, 
large ears, his unruly hair (controllable 
only by bear grease and the art of Wash- 
ingten barbers). 

There is a great difference between the 
earliest pictures of the rawboned Illinois 
prairie lawyer, before the lines of firm de- 
termination were written, and the last por 
trait, made five days before his assassina- 
tion. In that picture, on a broken plate, 
there is a weary and relaxed face," with 4 
spiritual quality found in no other study. 
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In addition to the portraits, there ar 
some 300 other pictures: Lincoln's numer: 
ous homes, from Hardin County to Penn- 
sylvania avenue; various contemporaries, 
his family, his Cabinet, his Generals, the 
figures and scenes in his murder and repro 
ductions of many manuscripts. The com- 
piler gives credit to previous researchers 10 
the field, acknowledges that many facts 
about the pictures are still obscure and ex- 
presses the hope that a complete, exact 
work may develop from his beginning. 

Mr. Lorant, a Hungarian, was an editor in 
Munich when ‘Hitler came to power. He 
was held more than six months in a Nazi 
concentration ,camp, went to England © 
his release and established two successful 
picture magazines. He came to the United 
States last year. When his 10-year-old son 
asked him who “this man Lincoln” was, Lo- 
rant began a; Lincoln scrapbook which led 
to the enormaus research that produced this 
book. Perhaps it is the fresh perspective 
of a newcomer, dealing with material new 
to him, that has enabled him to turn out 


so distinctive a piece of Americana.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP).— 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, whose 
four sons are on active duty with 
the military forces’ is keeping her 
pre-Christmas schedule filled down 
to the split second with activities. 

First, she is busy as Assistant 
Civilian Defense Director. She 


spends every spare minute at her 
office and afterward takes home 
big envelopes crammed with letters 
to read and answer, 

She started her annual round of 
toy and Christmas basket parties 
early this year. Last night she 
went to a slum clearance project, 
and in an alley beside a modest 
Christmas tree she sang carols 
with those who live there. 

While she sang “Silent Night,” a 
Negro woman edged up to her. 
Very elderly but very pert, she all 
but forgot to sing as she peered up 
at Mrs. Roosevelt through her 
glasses. 

Afterward she identified herself 
as Betty Queen Anne. Someone 
volunteered that she was 97 years 
old, but she said: “Lordy, I’m more 
than that.” She said she once had 
been a slave down near Fredericks- 
burg, Va. 

Mrs. Roosevelt told her small 
audience—some white and some 
Negro—that she wished for them 
“as happy a Christmas as possible— 
a hopeful day, one in which you 
will determine that you will help 


build a future in which peace is 
possible.” 

A car rushed Mrs. Roosevelt 
back to the White House, where 
there weretea things about. It 
was late for tea, but a_ dis- 
tinguished guest who might like 
some was expected — Britain’s 
Prime Minister Churchill. Later 
there was dinner for the visitor 
and his staff. 

Within the next few days Mrs. 
Roosevelt hopes to slip over to 
Philadelphia to see her eleventh 
and latest grandchild, a boy born 
Sunday night to Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt Jr. The baby’s father 
is at sea on a destroyer. 

The Roosevelt children are scat- 
tered this Christmas. James, the 
eldest, a Captain in the Marines, is 
in active service on the Pacific 
Coast. John is out there with the 
Navy Supply Corps. Elliott is in 
the air force. Anna is in Seattle 
with her family. 


For the first time since the 
Roosevelts moved into the White 
House there won’t be a child or a 
grandchild home for Christmas. 
Mrs. Roosevelt accordingly. decided 
not to hang up the usual stockings 
on the mantel] in the President’s 
room, but at the last minute she 
remembered that there should be 
one stocking there. She bought it.

What they do not 
want is a common strategy of 
America-Britain-Russia-China, Hit- 
ler drove Japan into the war in 
order to divert us to the Pacific. 
Roosevelt, who saw this, did every- 
thing in his power to prevent the 
Pacific war—short of handing to 
Japan China and all the strategi- 
cal points from which we could be 
even more effectively attacked. 
And what we must do is what our 
enemies do not want us to do— 
obviously.

HIS fifth column, furthermore, 

will try to cover itself by ac 
cusing others. It will spread a 
dreadful fear of Communism and 
everyone will- be a Communist who 
has any sympathy with liberal 
movements. It has been doing this 
for a long time. They will attack 
the “enemy aliens,” as they did in 
France, spreading the word that 
the refugees from Hitlerism are 
German agents. Maybe there are 
some among them. But they are 
inconsequential in the whole pic- 
ture, as. the thousands of wretched 
victims thrown into French con- 
centration camps were inconse- 
quential in a picture that included 
Admiral Darlan and Pierre Laval 
and Marcel Deat, who spread de- 
featism during the whole war and 
counted on their own rise to power 
through defeat.

HE usual Department of Jus- 

tice methods of uncovering 
agents and spies are inadequate to 
the revolutionary methods of the 
totalitarian powers.

The year 1941 has brought upon 
our nation a war of aggression by 
powers dominated by arrogant 
rulers whose selfish purpose is to 
destroy free institutions. They 
would thereby take from the free- 
dom-loving peoples of the earth 
the hard-won liberties gained over 
many centuries. 

The new year of 1942 calls for 
the courage and the resolution of 
old and young to help win a world 
struggle in order that we may pre- 
serve.all we hold dear. 

We are confident in our devotion 
to country, in our love of freedom, 
in our inheritance of courage. But 
our strength, as the strength of all 
men everywhere, is of greater 
avail as God upholds us. 

Therefore, I, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, President of the United States 
of America, do hereby appoint the 
first day of the year 1942 as a day 
of prayer, of asking forgiveness 
for our shortcomings of the past, 
of consecration to the tasks of the 
present, of asking God’s help in 
days to come.

ST. LOUISAN DESCRIBES 
HONOLULU BOMBING 


Explosive Fell 25 Yards From 
Oscar L. Hunt—Planes Too 
High: to Be Seen. 


A description of the experiences 
of a soldier on active duty in Ha- 
wali is contained in an airmail let- 
ter to hif parents from Oscar L.| 
Hunt who made the transition 
from a filling station attendant at 
Lindell boulevard and Sarah street 
to a machine gun patrol in Hono- 


lulu in four months. 

The letter, which passed the cen- 
sor, was reecived yesterday by his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Al H, Hunt, 
4315 Beethoven avenue, who sighed 
with relief as it was the first word 
they had had from their son since 
Thanksgiving and they knew he 
had been stationed at Schofield 
Barracks in Hawaii. 

“A week before the attack we 
were sent out on what we thought 
were to be maneuvers but we 
wound up guarding radio stations 
and utility plants,” Hunt wrote. 
“This lasted until Sunday morning 
when calls came that Wheeler and 
Hickam Fields had been attacked. 
“We wouldn’t believe it until we 
saw the anti-aircraft guns in ac- 
tion at a point that looked like it 
was over Pearl Harbor. The at- 
tacking planes were flying so high 
we couldn’t see them. Some bombs 
were dropped on Honolulu and one 
fell about 25 yards from where a 
group of us were on duty and 
scared hell out of us and every- 
body around. 

“Until the maneuvers I had been 
{| company clerk and attended to the 
clerical work. The evening of the 
attack I was handed a machine- 


4; gun and assigned to patrol the city 
in a truck. The other soldiers had 


riot guns and hand grenades. We 
have blackouts every night, and 
it’s really black!” 

Hunt wrote that later he was as- 
signed as a guard at the headquar- 
ters of the military governor of 
Honolulu. 


NAVY CHANGES GIVE 
UNIFIED COMMAND,

Inevitably the chief of naval op- 
erations became overworked and 
snowed under with administrative 
detail, while there was no com- 
mander-in-chief afloat who pos- 
sessed adequate means for exer- 
cising supreme command. 

The new arrangement immense- 
ly simplifies and clarifies the con- 
trol of the naval establishment. A 
single commander-in-chief with full 
control of all operations hag been 
appointed, with headquarters in 
Washington and with a staff func- 
tioning in the Navy Department 
in close touch with the President, 
the Secretary of the Navy, and the 
other departments of the Govern- 
ment. He has nothing to do but 
to command the naval forces of 
the United States and to use those 
forces to the best effect to bring 
about victory. 


Duties Clearly Defined. 


The three commanders of the 
three fleets are directly responsible 
to this commander-in-chief who in 
turn is directly responsible to the 


-| President through the Secretary of 


the Navy. The importance of this 
well defined chain of responsibil- 
ity cannot be over emphasized. The 
commander-in-chief.may if he sees 
fit hoist his flag afloat and pro- 
ceed to any point where his duties 
may require him to go. 

The chief of naval operations 
will continue to exercise control 
over administration and supply, the 
building program, the training of 
personnel and the naval shore es- 
tablishment in general. It will be 
hig task to see to it that the com- 
mander-in-chief has the means 
with which to carry on his opera- 
tions.

phoid fever and diphtheria. 

The potato crop was definitely 
poor. The excessive moisture re- 
duced the quality of those pota- 
toes that were grown. And this 
at a moment when the Germans, 
as never before in their history, 
have been forced by the scarcity 
of other foodstuffs to fall back 
upon potatoes for staple consump- 
tion. 

There is a coal shortage—just 
enough so that most people are 
conscious of the cold. 

Leather is scarce. Rubber is 
dear. Oi] is unobtainable, or near- 
ly so. There is plenty of iron, but 
the finer types of steel are hard 
to obtain, largely due to the neces- 
sity of *mobilizing more and more 
workers for the Russian cam- 
paign and to the slowdown cam- 
paign in the occupied countries. 
Murmurs are becoming loud; in at 
least two places crowds of women 
have swarmed about the markets 
shouting, “We want bread! Stop 
this war!” 


Nazi Leaders “Enemies.” 


In such an atmosphere the 
appearance of Gustav Siegfried 
Eins is significant. And so, each 
hour for 12 hours, Germans can 
tune in ‘and hear that while the 
Jews, the British and the Ameri- 
cans are lousy, the Nazi party 
leaders are debauched, corrupt and 
the enemy of the country’s future. 

Some days ago, an American 
radio listener stumbled by chance 
upon a broadcast in the. German 
language. It appeared to come 
from an army station in France. 
The speaker was enumerating the 
cases of attacks on Gerfhan s0l- 
diers in Paris and other cities. In 
no case, even where officers had 
been murdered, he said, had the 
culprits been caught; and the rea- 
son, “Because the Gestapo is 
fraternizing with French ill-doers, 
and the German army is unpro- 
tected.”

body seems to know which is 
which. This has resulted in a 
definite attempt to treat enemy 
aliens here with consideration — 
not to say kindness.

People’s Healthy Reaction. 


Even more surprising than the 
extent and quality of the blackout 
and the effectiveness of the mili- 
tary supervision of what passes for 
normal civil life is the reaction of 
a people suddenly and completely 
subjected to this almost intoler- 
able regime. They have recovered 
from their first shocked surprise 
at the discovery that United States 
territory was not protected by 
some mysterious hocus-pocus 
against armed invasion and that a 
so-called civilized power ig not nec- 
essarily debarred from commit- 
ting mass murder while suing for 
peace, 

The jitters one might have ex- 
pected do not show in any of the 
activities of the people, including 
Christmas shopping. But they are 
defnitely wary, not to say uneasy. 
They are completely convinced that 
an attack so unscrupulously con- 
ceived and so cold-bloodedly exe- 
cuted as that of Dec. 7 may well 
be attempted again. And this time 
they place little credence in the 
theory that the Japanese will rec- 
ognize the hopelessness of a major 
operation on this side of the Pa- 
cific. 

If the bombers come, the popu- 
lace now knows that it will be 
bombed without warning as it was 
bombed before, for there are no 
stretches of land—such as the ap- 
proaches to London—over which 
the invader must fly before he 
suddenly bursts out of the clouds 
over Diamond Head. 

So by night they sit quietly in 
the darkness and meditate on the 
traditions, of the land as it was 
before the white man came with 
gifts of civilization, and by day 
they listen docilely to the orders 
of the defense police. Better bore- 
dom than bombs is the accepted 
theory. 

There is ho one in all these 
islands now but knows that he is 
living in a no-man’s-land for the 
advanced patrols of the mainland 
defenses—and when you’re in the 
front line, you conduct yourself ac- 
cordingly. *°

The Government today took full 
control of the purity and standard 
potency of insulin, on expiration 
of patents through which the Uni- 
versity of Toronto had supervised 
this drug, essential in the treat- 
ment of diabetes, 


The control was vested in the 
Food and Drug Administration of 
the Federal Security Agency. 

W. G. Campbell, Food and Drug 
Commissioner, said Congress 
amended the Food, Drug and Cos- 
metic Act with record-breaking 
speed because the expiration of 
the patents on Dec. 23 “created a

Variations in potency’ either 
above or below the standard 
would be injurious to patients. The 
University of Toronto, through a 
licensing system and the assaying 
of each batch of insulin manufac- 
tured, has maintained ‘an effective 
control of its purity and potency, 
Campbell gaid. 

A bill to give the Government the 
necessary control was introduced 
Dec. 16, and Congressional action 
was completed and the President’s 
signature was atiached before the 
deadline today.

I tried to explain that a visit in 
my parlor would be just as com- 
fortable asa visit: in a dated 
American touring car.

From the experiences of 
many friends and tourists, I knew 
that once you were in it was a 
matter of long and weary days be- 
fore you were out. In fact, many 
foreign visitors are.seized without 
the knowledge of their consulate 
or diplomatic representatives. Like- 
wise I was interested in escaping 
their notorious brutality. 

The power of Japanese military 
police is contained in the unneces- 
sary procedure of such things as 
search warrants, the lack of ha- 
beas corpus, the rare granting of 
bail, the refusal to permit attor- 
neys, the isolation and intimidation 
of one’s family, servants and of- 
fice employes. 

The brutality of Japanese police, 
both military and civil, has become 
well established. Almost every 
year in Parliament the represen- 
tatives of the people in the lower 
house expose amazing third-degree 
methods applied to Japanese citi- 
zens. A Japanese policeman has no 
numbered badge and no immedi- 
ate means of identification other 
‘than a name card. Foreigners, as 
a result, :re reluctant to accept 
the authenticity of this introduc- 
tion and consider most policemen 
as imposters, particularly those in 
plain clothes. 

Many times in my contacts with 
them I have asked Japanese police 
officials why they do not have 
badges with numbers, as is the 
custom in other countries. This, I 
suggested, would put the officer 
on better behavior, as he could be 
readily identified and reported for 
any misconduct or extra-legal ac-

The night before these two men 
arrived we had had a dinner party.

OR the benefit of those readers 

who may have missed yester- 

day’s column, I repeat certain 
announcements connected with the 
recent national bridge examina- 
tion: 

About 25,000 sets of answers were 
gent to me for marking and the 
vast amount of labor involved 
makes a full report impossible at 
this time. I shall begin teviewing 
controversial questions at the earli- 
est possible moment. Meanwhile, 
however, the following. points 
should pe observed: 


In Question 15, five spade and 
five heart answers were inadver- 
tently grouped with other pre-emp-’ 
tive bids, such as three and four 
spades. Actually, an opening five 
spade or five heart bid was not bad. 
Hence, in marking up papers sent 
to me, I assessed only a 15-point 
demerit instead of the 50-point de- 
merit which was indicated. Ex- 
aminees who kept their own scores 
should, of course, make the proper 
adjustment. 


Some questions were incorrectly 
printed by individual newspapers. 
For example, important cards were 
left out so that the hands original- 
ly appeared with only 12 cards.

Proper adjust- 
ments were made by me for these 
cases.

INTER is the time for good 

sleeping and it is just too bad 

if you neglect all the knowl- 
edge that modern psychology has 
accumulated in order to get your 
proper rest. 

The clinician can insist as much 
as he likes that sleep is nota ne- 
cessity, but it still remains a fact 
that a bad night’s sleep will knock 
out our sense of well-being for at 
least 24 hours. We should learn 
how to’ deal with the little disturb- 
ances of sleep. 

You ‘may have a spell of bad 
nights not because you have a 
conscience as uneasy as Machbeth’s 
or because you are neurotic, but 
simply because you overlook one of 
the trifles that murder sleep. 

Our senses go to sleep in this 
order according to the psycholo- 
gist: first we lose our sense of 
vision, then taste, then smell, hear- 
ing and touch. If this is true, and 
I think it is, we do not have to 
worry so much about the morning 
light as to be sure that no noises 
are likely to wake us up just at 
the moment that the organism is 
passing over into delicious sleep.

But the old idea is still alive 
and at work to the detriment of 
children not gifted in scholarly 
ways. 

The world needs men and wom- 
en of other gifts. Musicians have 
their place in life, and it is a use- 
ful one. Artisans and craftsmen 
have their place, and a most use- 
ful one it is. We need skilled 
workers—men and women—need 
them acutely, but we still cling to 
the old book standard and value 
the children accordingly. 

Get an honor mark in lessons 
and you're great. Get a poor 
mark, even though you are wizard

at a lathe, a machine, in the 
kitchen or in the shop and you're 
not “class.” 

Nothing more stupid than this 
idea can be charged against the 
human race. But there it is. In- 
stead of searching out these physi- 
cally fit and earger-to-do children, 
we penalize them, discourage them 
in every way we can, even depriv- 
ing them of their one talent. 

This is what put thousands of 
youths on the street corners. This 
is what supplied us with a. great 
group of unskilled labor, with 
candidates for the reform schools, 
jails and hospitals, 


Childhood and youth demand 
outlets for their gifts, ambitions 
and energies. It is not only our 
duty,. it is our way of salvation, 
to provide for the needs of these 
children, All normal-minded chil- 
dren, all physically-fit, can learn 
to read and to handle numbers to 
tie extent of their requirements. 

The primary grades can attend 
to the children’s needs for funda- 
mentals in reading and writing 
and arithmetic. The higher grades 
should and must be concerned 
with the needs of the individual 
pupils. 

This requires the school to ex- 
tend into communuity life, com- 
munity life to enter the schools, 
and the sooner the better. It is 
late enough now.
